THE NEW PRESIDENT. 

In chronicling events, it is the privilege as 
well as the duty of the journalist to accompany 
them with such comments as may seem fit- 
ting and appropriate—to measure their scope 
At two o'clock yes- 
terday morning, Mr. Chester A. Arthur took 
the oath of office as president of the United 
States, and this is an event which is likely to 
challenge sharp comment in various quarters 
before the people become reeonciled to its pos- 
sible results. ' | 

It is fair to say that the people are prepared 
tor Mr. Arthur. They are acquainted with 
his methods, and they are inclined to suspect 
his intentions. Of all this Mr. Arthur is no 
doubt well aware; whether he is inclined to 
take advantage of this knowledge is another 
matter. The probability is that before hisad- 
ministration is many weeks old, the coun- 
try will have its attention called to 
business—the old and somewhat dis- 
heartening business of partisan politics. We 
should be sorry to even seem to do Mr. Ar- 
thur an injustice, and this it would be easy to 
do at the present moment when the public 
mind is involved in grief, doubt and uncer- 
tainty. But it is always well to be frank and

THE SAVANNAH RIOT. 


The Stevedores and Other Workmen on a Strike for 
Higher Wages. 
Special dispatch to The Constitution, 

SAVANNAH, September 20.—No further acts of vio- 
lence have occurred from the strike of the stevedores 
since the riot last afternoon, which resulted in the 
probably fatal wounding of Policeman H H Harvey. 
Only one arrest: has been made, and no 
evidence of who fired the shot has 
yet been obtained. After being shot in 
clearing the bridge across the Ogeeche canal, Har- 
vey fired several shots into the retreating mob, and 
it has since been learned that several negroes were 
earried off wounded and have been hid away by 
their friends. A strong squad of police are now om 
guard at the bridge, holding the approaches to the 
wharves of the Ocean steamship company. This 
morning alarge body of the strikers assembled in that 
vicinity, but they are now somewhat diminished. 
In no work at the Central railroad wharves is almost 
paralyzed, only afew hands besides the crews of 
the different steamships being employed. In spite 
of this the steamship Gate City went out on her 
schedule time. The Dessong, half discharged, and 
the City of Macon just in, are now lying at their 
wharves. General Sorrel, the agent, says he will 
promptly meet the emergency and has already em- 
ployed some other workmen. 

A body of about fifty strikers, all negroes, were 
collected near the canal bridge late this afternoon, 
with.a sullen and menacing attitude, keeping aloof 
from the whites, 

Your correspondent interviewed some of the lead- _— 
ers. Their statement is that they have repeatedly 
asked for higher wages, and failing in this, they were 
forced to strike, on account of the rise in provisions. 
They say that the riot yesterday was brought on by 
the police: that they do not contemplate any acts of 
violence; but they are determined to hold ont until 
their wages are raised. In such a crowd, however, 
acts of violence may again be preeipitated at any 
moment. 

In anticipation of trouble to-night the Guards, 
the Huzzas and Chatham artillery, are now assem- 
bled at their armories ready to move at a moment's 
notice. I learn that the strikers submitted their 
demands in writing this evening, but no action has 
been taken.

HEALTHFUL EXPRESSIONS OF SORROW IN EUROPE. 

LONDON, September 20—In London the opinion to 
be heard expressed by all classes in conversations, 
in the streets, on railway trains and at places of pub- 
lic resort is that the event is doubly sad, after the 
gallant struggle for life made by the president. The 
balconies of the American exchange are draped in 
black; and the flags which adorn many places of 
business in West End are displayed at half-mast. 

The Liverpool correspondent of the associated 
press telegraphs as follows: The announcement of 
the death of the president was received here with 
universal expressions of profound regret. Special 
editions. of the papers published the news with 
heavy mourning borders; flags are at half mast on 
the town hall, on a large number of the public and 
private buildings, and on the shipping. 

The queen has telegraphed to Mr Lowell as fol- 
lows: 

“With deep grief, I and my children learn the sad, 
but not unexpected news of the fatal termination 
of the sufferings of the president. His loss is a great 
misfortune. I have learned with deep sorrow that 
the president has passed away."’ 

The prince of Wales telegraphs to Mr Lowell: 

‘‘The princess and myself beg you to offer our sin- 
cere condolence to Mrs Garfield.”’ 

Earl Granville, secretary of state for foreign affairs, 
telegraphed Mr. Lowell: ‘‘I am deeply grieved.”’ 

He has sent a cable message to Washington direet 
requesting the secretary of state to re Mrs Gar- 
field and the government of the grief with which 
the English government has received the announce- 
ment, 

Parliament not sitting prevents it from giving 
a formal expression of the sorrow and sympathy 
universally felt, which is deepened by the courage 
and dignity displayed by the sufferer. 

A meeting of the Americans in London, under 
the auspices of the American legation, will be held 
as soon as the proper arrangements are made. 

Accounts continue to arrive of the manifestations 
of sympathy in the provinces of England and Ire- 
land, particularly at Cork in consequence of its in- 
timate connection with the American shipping in- 
terests. 

The bells of the Chester cathedral were tolled and 
also those of some of the churches in West End, 
London. The evening papers publish sympathetic 
biographies of the late president.

WORK. 


The History of the Struggies of the Garfield Family-- 
In the Wilds of Ohio--The Successive Steps 
That Led From Obscurity to the 
White House and to Death. 


The following sketch of General James A. 
Garfield ix from the pen of the well-known 
journalist and republican, Mr, E. V. Smalley, 
and appeared shortly before his nomination 
for the presidency by the republican national 


convention : 

“James Abram Garfield was born Novem- 
ber 19, 1381, in the township of"Orange, Cuya- 
hoga county, Ohio, about 15 miles from Cleve- 
land. His father, Abraham ‘Garfield, came 
from New York, but, like his mother, was of 
New England stock. James was the youngest 
of four children. The father died in 1833, 
Jeaving the family dependent upon a small 
farm and the exertions of the mother. There 
was nothing about the elder Garfield: to dis- 
tinguish him from the other plodding farmers 
ofthe rather sterile township of Orange. No 
one could discern any qualities in him 
which, transmitted to the next generation, 
might help to make astatesman, unless it was 
industry; but his wife, who is still livingat an 
advanced age, was always fond of reading 
when she could get leisure from her hard 
household duties, and was a thoroughly capa- 
Hle woman, of strong will, stern principles 
and more than average force of character. Of 
the children no one besides James has made 
the slightest mark in the world. The elder 
brother isa farmer in Michigan, and the two 
sisters are, I believe, farmers’ wives. James 
had a tough time of itas a boy. He _ toiled 
hard on the farm early and late in summer 
and worked at the carpenter's bench in 
winter. The best of it was that he liked 
work. There was not a lazy hair on his head. 
He had an absorbing ambition to get an 
education, and the only road open to this end 
seemed that of manual labor, Ready money 
was hardto get in those days. The Ohio 

‘anal ran not far from where he lived, ‘und, 
finding that the boatmen got their payin cash 
and earned better wages than he could make 
at farming or carpentry, he hired out as a 
driver on the tow-path, and soon got up to 
the dignity of holding the helm of a boat. 
Then he determined to ship as a sailor on the 
lukes, but an attack of fever and ague inter- 
fered with his plans. He was ill three 
months, and when he recovered he decided 
to go toa school called Geauga academy, in 
an adjoining county. His mother had saved 
asmall sum of money, which she gave him, 
together with a few covking utensils and 
a stuck of provisions. He hired a small 
room and cooked his own food to make 
his expenses as light as possible. He 

maid his own way after that, never calling on 

his mother for any more assistance. By work- 
ing at the carpenter's bench mornings and 
evenings and vacation times, and teaching 
country schools during the winter, ne man- 
aged to attend the academy during the spring 
and fall terms, and to save a little money to- 
wards going to college. He had excellent 
health, a robust frame and a capital memory, 
and the attempt to combine mental and 
physical work, which has broken down many 
tarmer boys’ ambitions to get. an education, 
did not hurt him. 

“When he was twenty-three years of age he 
concluded that he had about all there was to 
b> had in an obscure cross-roads academy. He 
calculated that he had saved about half 
enough money to get through college, provid- 
ed he could begin, as he hoped, with the 
junior year. He got a life insurance policy 
and assigned it to a gentleman as security for 
aloun to make up the amount he lacked, In 

the fall of 1854 he entered the junior class of 
~ Willams college, Massachusetts, and gradua- 
ted in 1856, with the metaphysical lionors of 
his class. I have seen a daguerreotype of 
him taken about this time. It represents a 
rather awkward youth, with a shock of light 
hairstanding straight up from a big forehead, 
anda frank thoughtful face of a very marked 
_ German type. There is not a drop of Ger- 
mun blood in the Garfield family, but his pic- 
ture would be taken for some Fritz or Carl 
just over from the fatherland. Before he 
went to college Garfield had connected him- 
self with the Disciples, a sect having «a numer- 
ous membership in eastern and southern Ohio, 
West Virginia and Kentucky, where its 
founder, Alexander Campbell, had traveled | 
and preached. The principle peculiarities of 
the denomination are their refusal to formu-: 
late their beliefs into a creed, the independ- 
ence of each congregation, the hospitality and 
fraternal fecling of the members and the lack 
of a regular ministry. When Garfield re- 
turned to Ohio it. was natural that he 
should soon gravitate to the = struggling 
little college of the young” sect at 
Hiram, Portage county, near his boyhood’s 
home. He became professor of Latin and Greek, 
and threw himself with the energy and in- 

lustry which are leading traits of his charac- 
_ Des uw Work of building up the institu- 
tion. Before he haa been two years in the 
professorship he was appointed president of 
the college. Hiram isa lonely country village, 
three miies froma railroad, built upop a high 
hill, overlooking twenty miles of cheese- 
making country to the southward. It con- 
tuins fifty or sixty houses clustered around the 
green, in the center of which ‘stands the 

hon ely red brick college structure. Plain liv- 
ing and high thinking was the order of things 
at Hiram college in those days. The teachers 
were poor, the pupils were poor and the in- 
stitution was poor, but there was a great deal 
ot hard, faithful study done and many 
ambitious plans formed. The young president 
taught, lectured and preached, and ai! the 
dime siudied as diligently as any acolyte in 
the temple of knowledge. He frequently 
spoke on Sundays in the churches of the t »wns 
in the vicinity to create an interest ip the col- 
lege. Among the Disciples any one can preach 
who has a mind to, no ordination being re- 
quired. From these Sunday discourses came 
the story that Garfield was ai one time a min- 
ister. He never considered himself such, 
and never had any intention of finding a career 
in the pulpit. His ambition, if he had any 
outside of the school, lay in the direction of 

law and politics. 

“During his professorship Garfield married 
Miss Lucretia Rudolph, daughter of a farmer 
in the neighborhood, who had emigrated from 
Harford county, Md., and whose acquaintance 
he had made while at the academy, where she 
was also a pupil. She was a guict, thoughtful 
girl, of singularly sweet and refined disposi- 
tion, fond of study and reading, possessing a 
warm heart and a mind with the capacity of 
steady growth. The marriage was a love atfair 
on both sides, and has been a thoroughly 
happy one. Much of General Gartield’s subse- 
quent success in life may be attributed to the 
never-failing syinpathy and intellectual com- 
eae of his wife and the stimulus of a 

oving home cirele, The young couple bought. 
a neat little cottage fronting on the college | 
campus und began their wedded life poor and 

in debt, but with brave hearts. 

“In 1S0the college president was elected 
to the state senate from the counties ef Port- 
age and Summit. He did not resign his pres- 
idency, becanse he looked upon a few months 
in the legislature as an episode not likely tu 
change the course of @as life. But the war 
eame to alter all his plans. During the win- 
ter of IS61 he was active in the passage of 
measures for arming the state militia, and his 
eloguence and energy made him a conspicu- 
ous leader of the Qnien party, Early in the 
summer of IS61 he was elected colonel of an 
infantry regiment (the forty-second) raised in 
northern Ohio, many of the soldiers in which

ing at Pittsburg landing. He took part in the 
siege of Corinth and in the operationsalong the 
Memphis and Charleston railroad. In January, 
1863, he was appointed chief of staff of the ar- 
my of the Cumberland, and bore prominent 
share in all the campaigns in middle Ten- 
nessee in the spring and summer of that 
year. His last conspicuous military 
service was at the battle of Chicka- 
mauga. For his conduct in that battle 
he was promoted to a major-generalshp. It is 
said that he wrote all the Orders given to the 
army that day, and syjgnitted them to Gen- 
eral Rosecrans for apo save one. The 
one he did not write was the fatal order to 
General Wood, which was so worded as not to 
correctly convey the meaning of the com- 
manding general, and which caused the de- 
struction of the right wing of the army. 

“The congressional district in which Gar- 
field lived was the one long made famous by 
Joshua R. Giddings. The old = anti-slav- 
ery champion grew careless of the arts of 
politics towards the end of his career 
and came to look upon a nomination 
and re-election as a matter of course, 
His over-confidence was taken advantage of in 
1858 by an ambitious lawyer named Hutchins, 
to carry a convention against him, The 
friends of Giddings never forgave Hutchins, 
and cast about for a means of defeating him. 
The old man himself was comfortably quar- 
tered in his consulate at Montreal, and did not 
care to make a fight to get back to congress. 
So his supporters made use of the popularity 
of General Garfield and nominated him while 
he was in the field without asking his 
consent. That was in 1862. When he 
heard of the nomination Garfield retlected 
that it would be fifteen months before the 
congress would meet to which he would be 
elected, and believing, as did every one else, 
that the war could not possibly lasta year 
longer, concluded to accept. I have often 
heard him express regret that he did not help 
fight the war through and say that he never 
would have left the army to go to congress had 
he foreseen that the struggle would continue 
beyond the year 1863. He continued his mil- 
itary service up to the time congress niet. 

“On entering congress in December, 1865, 
General Gartield was placed upon the com- 
mittee on military affairs with Schenck and 
Farnsworth, who were also fresh from the 
field. He took an active partin the debates 
of the house, and wen a recognition which 
few new members succeed in gaining. He was 
not popular among his fellow-members dur- 
ing his first term. They thought him some- 
thing of a pedant because he sometimes show- 
ed his scholarship in his speeches, and = they 
were jealous of his prominence. His solid at- 
tainments and amiable social qualities ena- 
bled him to overcome this prejudice during 
his second term, and he became on terins of 
close friendship with the best men of both 
houses. His committee service during his 
second term was on the ways and means, 
which was quite to his taste, for it 
gave him an opportunity to prosecute the 
studies he had always felt a fondness for., He 
was a hard worker and a great reader in those 
days, going home with his arms full of books 
from the congressional library and sitting up 
late nights to read them, It was then that he 
laid the foundations of the eonvictions on the 
subject of national finance which he has since 
held to firmly amid all the storms of political 
agitation. He was renominated in 1864 with- 
out opposition, but in 1866 Mr. Hutchins, 
Whom he had supplanted, made an effort to 
defeat him. Hutcnins canvassed the district 
thoroughly, but the convention nominated 
Garfield by acclamation, 

“He has had no opposition sincein hisown 
party. In 1872 -the liberals and democrats 
united to beat him, but his majority was larger 
than ever. In 1874 the greenbackers and dem- 
ocrats combined and put up a popular soldier 
against him, but they made no impression on 
the result. The Ashtabula district, as it is 
generally ealled, isthe most faithful to its 
representatives of any in the north. It has 
had but four members in half a century. 

“In the fortieth congress General Gartield 
was chairman of the committee on military 
affairs. Inthe forty-first he was given the 
chairmanship of banking and currency, which 
he liked much better, because it 
line of his financial studies. His next promo- 
tion was to the chairmanship of the appro- 
priation*committee, which he held until the 
democrats came into power inthe house in 
i875. His chief work on that committee was 
a steady and judicious reduction of the ex- 
penses of the government. In all the poli- 
tical struggles in congress he has borne a lead- 
ing part, his clear, vigorous and moderate 
style of argument, making him one of the 
most effective debaters in either house. 

“When James G. Blaine wentto the senate, 
in 1877, the mantle of republican leadership 
in the house was by common consent. placed 
upon Garfield, and he has worn it ever since. 
InJunuary last Gen. Garfield was elected to the 
senate to the seat which was vacated by Allen 
G. Thurman on the 4th of March, 1881. He re- 
ceived the unanimous vote of the republican 
caucus, an honor never given to any man of 
any party in the state of Ohio, 

“Asa lteaderin the house he is more cau- 
tious and less dashing than Blaine, and his 
judicial turn of mind makes him too prone to’ 
iook for two sides of a question for him to be 
an efficient partisan. When the issue fuirly 
touches his convictions, however, he becomes 
thoroughiy wroused and strikes tremendous 
blows, DBlaine’s tactics were to continually 
‘arrass the enemy by sharp-shooting surprises 
and picket firing. Garfi¢ld waits jor an op 
portunity to deliver a pitehed battle, and ius 
gencralship is shown to best advantage when 
the fight is a fair one and Waged on grounds 
where each party thinks itselfstrongest. Then 
his solid shot of argument are exceedingly 
effective. On the stamp Garfield is one of the 
very best orators in the republican party. He 
has a good voice, an air of evident sincerity, 
great clearness and vigor of statement, and a 
way of knitting his arguments together so as 
to make a speech deepen its impression on the 
mind of the hearer until the climax is reached. 

“Of his industry and studious habits a great 
deal might be said, but a singie illustration 
will have to suffice here. Once during the 
busiest part of a very busy session at Washing- 
ton | found him in his hbrary; behind a big 
barricade of books. This was no unusual sight, 
but when [ glanced at the volumes ILsaw they 
were all ditterent editions of Horace, or books 
relating to that pect. ‘I fmd I am overworked 
and need recreation,’ said the general. ‘Now 
my theory is that the best way to rest the 
mind is not to let it be idle, but to put it at 
something quite outside of the ordinary line 
ofits employment. So lam resting by learn- 
ing all the congressional library can show 
about Horace and the varieus editions and 
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translations of his poemy.,’ ' 

The nomination, election and inauguration 
of James A.(rartield as president oi the United 
States are events fresh in the memories of all 
readers. ‘The republican national convention 
met at Chicago, June 2, 1880, and balloting 
for a presidential candidate commenced June 
7. The principal contestants for the nomina- 
tion were U.S. Grant, James G. Blaine and 
John Sherman, the fortunes of the latter 
being committed to the leadership of General 
Garfield. On the second ballot General Gar- 
field received one vote, which he kept nearly 
througbout, occasionally receiving two votes, 
until the thirty-fourth ballot, when ‘a break 
began. On the thirty-fourth ballet Gartield 
receiwed 17 votes, on the thirty-fifth ballot 
2), and on the thirty-sixth ballot 399 votes 
and the nomination, which was 
at once made unanimous. The eampaign 
which tollowed was an exceedingly exciting 
one until the Indiana election in October, 
which resulted in a republican victory, which 
greatly disheartened tne democrats and threw 
adamperon the canvass, The result in No- 
vember gave Garfield 214 electoral yotes and 
Hancock 155. From the day of his election 
until that of his inauguration as president 
General Garfield received many distinguished 
Visiting republican. politicians, but carefully 
kept his own counsels and did not complete 
the formation of his cabinet until a day ortwo 
before his inauguration. His inaugural ad- 
dress was a thoughtful, scholarly and gen- 
erally well-received production, but his 
nomination of Senater Conkling’s most 
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port of New York precipitated a war between 
these giants, whilst the president's partial re- 
cognition of the Mahone repudiation move- 
ment in Virginia, under the insincere guise of 
a demand for “a free bailot and a fair count,” 
alienated from him the great body of demo- 
cratic senators who were disposed to accord to 
his administration a cordial support where 
that could be done withouta violation of prin- 
ciple. Scarcely had the impotent extra session 
of the senate adjourned when the president 
was confronted with a new trial in the critical 
illness of his wife. His devotion to his wife 
during her long illness and the close attention 
shown her is said to have been very beautiful 
and touching.”

THE DROUTH OF 1819. 


A Season When There Was No Rain from June to 
January. 

Frankfort Letterin Louisville Courier-Journal. 

At Pleasant Hill 1 conversed with an intelligent 
and pious Shaker, who held to the doctrine of final 
perseverance in his undying faith in the goodness of 
God, in not suffering a total failure of crops to oce- 
cur. He wasa young man in 1819, the year of the 
‘reat drouth,’’ when from carly summer to the 


middle of January there was no rain, when the 
air was hot and dry, when the elouds = re- 
fused to form and be condensed into showers, when 
the dew-paint was not seen, When the stagnant 
pools of water In the creeks and branches become so 
thoroughly carbonized and miasmiferous that the 
cattle died, and all vegetation was utterly parched 
upand appareutly destroyed. During that terri- 
ble drouth the cattle became afflicted with the 
“hot weather itch,”’ and thousands died lit- 
erally tearing the skin from their sides and 
backs in their frantic efforts to seratch themselves 
to relieve the intolerable itchings. Deer and horses 
died with black tongue; fowls and birds became 
listless and stupetied, moped in despair, lost their 
plumage, and died in utter misery. Men, women, 
und children grew sick with disappointed hopes 
for the heuling showers, drinking the foul 
carbonized water, and eating dusty 
many died of disease not known betore or since. 
Muaddened with the intolerable itch and frantie 
with eating the dry and desiccated grass, deprived 
of all nutritive elements by the long drouth, the 
cattle, sheep, and horses roamed over the tields and 
through the forests, moaning and howling, or paw- 
ing the earth in impotent rage. Added to these 
horrors, the fields and forests took fire and burned 
for weeks and months. The air was tilled with 
smoke and ashes, producing another horror in the 
shape of some form of opthalmia that was almost 
intolerable. 

Fresh vegetables were soon exhausted, the cattle 
were too diseased to be used for food, water was 
scarce and unfit to drink, tires were raging, and the 
whole population afflicted with disease in some 
shape. ‘his state of things lasted until the middle 
of January, when the blessed rain and the really 
beautiful snow came and saved the country from 
utter annihilation. 

The gentle Shaker had feared that such another 
dread season was beginning, that the water was 
becoming carbonized wad impregnated with dele- 
terious earthy salts and other constituents from dead 
insects, aphidians, batrachians, infusoria, and rot- 
mummalla.

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The Weatern Crop Reporta 

CHICAGO,Sept. 19—The Tribune to-day prints ovef 9 
columns ot Western crop reports, giving some idea of 
the maynitude of the losses cuused by the great 
drouth. The report opens with Illinois 117 reports, 
from which statemenis are taken from northern, 
central and southern divisions. The greatest the 
damage toull of the crops is found in southern Illi 
nois, Where every crop this secasoa proved a failure 
and corn is know being imported to supply home 
demands, ‘This whole region is now 
doing everything — possible lo ship out 
stock of all kinds so the trials of the 
coming Wituier may not be so severe. In central 
and northern Dliiteis the damage has not been se 
great, Missouri reports show that out of 33° reports 
over two-thirds feport corn damaged from 20 to 5U 
per cent; winter wheat, out of 25 reporis over two- 
thirds show a decrease in acreage. The 
report from this state shows but ul 
very little progress in fall ploughing. The rains, 
however, of Ure past week will be of incaleulable 
benefit, and while seeding will be much later 
than usual, “we May expect to hear 
decided ehaunge for the better § in 
respect. Kiinsas has been more 
with rains since harvest than any other state in the 
wheut belt. As to the corn crop, in Kansas out of 5s 
reports in corn only one shows a crop equal to 1880 
and the majority of reports all indicate the damage 
from the drouth at from tifty to seventy- 
live per cent. From Ohio, and lidianua 
out of 57 reports, 24 report corn damaged from 50 to 
75 per cent, and 33 report damage from 10 to 40 per 
cent. From lowa there are 41 reports, 33 of which 
say corn is damaged from 10 to 75 per Cent; the gen- 
eral average being a daimmaye of 63 percent. Nebraska 
sends 24 reports, 9 of Which say that corn is damaged 
from 15 to 30 per cent, and 9 report corn dum 
aged froin 50 to 80 percent. The remainder show 
also a reduction in the yield, varying from one- 
quarter of a crop to a total failure.

A DAMNING EXHIBIT OF A FIEND- 
ISH CRIME. 


The Gevernor Makes a Report to the House of 
Representatives ofall the Factsin His Posses. 
sion Touching the Killing of the Convict 
Matthews by C. D. Phillips. 


— 


A’ few days ago the house, by resolution passed 
requested the governor to submit forits use such 
facts as were in his possession relative to the killing 
of the convict Matthews. The report of,the governor 
has been made, and is as follatys: 


Executive Department, State of Georgia, Atlanta, 
Georgia, September 19, IssA—To the House of Kep- 
resentatiyes: 1 herewith/transmit to the house, in 
response to its resolution, “‘a full report of the 
agents sent to investigayé the causes which produeed 
the death of John Majsthews, late a convict wnder 
the control of the Mafietta and North Georgia rail- 
road company, and @)soall other information on the 
subject that may by in my possession.”’ 

Upon the first ipformation which was conveyed to 
me of the circumstances atteuding the death of this 
convict, I took measures fora thorough investigation 
of all the facts. The gentlemen selected to make this 
investigation were Dr Thomas Raines, physician of 
the penitentiary, and Frank L. Haralson, who en- 
tered without loss of time into an examination of 
thixcase. In pursuance of their instructions, the 
body of Matthews was disinterred, and the coroner 
summoned a jury of inquest. The evidence taken 
before. the jury of inquest, and the verdiet-ren- 
dered, are hereto’ attached. 

Tlye matter was carried before the grand jury of 
Cherokee county, and after investigation, th indict- 
ment was found against Charles D Phillips, Jr., for 
the murd-erof saidconvict. The evidence taken be- 

ore the grand jury is not accessible under the laws of 
A Cer- 
tified copy of the indictment is attached. 

I submit herewith, the report of Dr Raines and Mr 
Haralson, which, with the other accompanying 
documents, contain all the information in my pos- 
session, ALFRED H CoLgvuitrt. 

To his Excellency, Alfred H. Colquitt, Governor 
of Georgia.—Deur sir: On September 9th, by your 
order, we, the undersigned, left Atlanta for the 
convict camp on the Marietta and North Georgia 
railroad, to invistigute and repert the cause of the 
death of one John Matthews, who was, at the time 
of his death, a convict in the above named camp. 
After a thorough and, we might say, acomplete 
investigation of the cause of his death, we beg leave 
to submit the following as our report; 

On information received form General Willfm 
Phillips, Captain W W Phillips, Michael] McKinney 
and others, we concluded that it was highly proper 
to have the coroner of the county in which the camp 
was located, hold an inquest over the body. On 
Saturday afternoon the inquest was organized, 
and after taking the testimony of Dr A I 
Hawkins, the physician who has charge 
of the sick in the camp, we disinterred 
the remains of John Matthews, but found, on re- 
moving the coffin lid, that decomposition had gone 
so farasto render it impossible and useless to go 
farther with the examination. His remains were 
reburied, a number of witnesses were examined, 
and ata late hour in the night, the jury returned 
the following verdict, signed by the coroner and 
each of the nine jurors, to-wit: 


We, the jury, summoned and sworn by Wm T 
Kirke, coroner, as a jury of inquest, over the body of 
John Matthews, find that John Matthews died from 
heart disease, aggravated by cruel treatment from 
the hands of CD Phillips, This September 10, 1881. 

By your order, Frank L Haralson, one of the un- 
dersigned, returned to Canton, Cherokee county, 
Georgia, to aid Colonel’ George F Gober in the 

rosecution of the cuse before the grand jury, and 
ierein inakes the report of the finding of a true bill 
against Charles D Phillips, Jr, charging him with 
the murder of John Matthews, alias John Massey, a 
copy of which is hereto attached. 

We hope your excellency will not think it amiss 
in us to give you ashort history of the whole affair,

Before this occurrence the convicts under the 
care of Charles D Phillips never made any complaint 
to any one that we could hear of, and from many of 
the convicts we learned that the treatment by Chas. 
D Phillips, Jr., was kind and humane with this 
one exception, 

In conclusion allow us to state that at the oe paper 
held at Sharp Mountain church over the body of 
John Matthews, deceased, Colonel W H Simmons, 
from Jasper, Pickens county, was present and he 
and General William Phillips represented one side 
of the case, and were given every chance to make 
such defense for the company or Charles D Phillips, 
Jr, they wished, and examine the witnesses, and one 
of them addressed the coroner's jury. 

We intended that both sides of the case should be 
heard, and did allin our power to effect such a re- 
sult. Most respectfully, ete,

Attached to the report was a copy of the articles 
of agreement between the convict company and the 
guards, together with the report of sick for the week 
in which Matthews died. The indictment by the 
grand jury of Cherokee county was also submitted 
with the evidence before the jury, of im 
quest. In the evidence’ before the cor- 
oner’s jury Dr A M F Hawkins, the §at- 
tending phystcian among other things said: 

“He had organic disease of heart: he died from 
that disease, with addition of aggravation; death 
from organ might not result without the aggrava- 
tion. 

‘*Hfe did not die from maltreatment.” 

The above evidence is about in substance what 
has already been published in Tue:>CoNsTITUTION, 
The follewing is the certificate of Dr. Hawkins: 
Coustruction Camp No. 10. M. and N. G. R. R. 
September 6, 1881.—This isto certify that Tama 
regular practicing physician, and the physicion in 
charge of this camp. That, by order and agree- 
ment, the camp Was established and arranged un- 
der my direction, and thatI have, so far as the 
orders of the company can give it, supreme control 
over the sick. That lam authorized and employed 
to treat them as patients, giving all necessary atten- 

tion and medicines. 

That Mr M MeKinney, commissary, ete, is in 
charge and has care of camp and the sick, and that 
he is attentive and kind, and obeys my orders. The 
result isan exceedingly healthy camp, except thé 
chronic cases which were sent to camp sick and dis- 
eased, and some of these are improving through 
good care, though at heavy expense to the company.

Soon after reaching Ball Ground camp, we ascer- 
tained that Charles D. Phillips, Jr., for some time 
me had been a section boss on the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad, and in that capacity con- 
trolled a number of the convicts. Among the num- 
ber Was a certain convict by the name of John 
Matthews, known in camp as John Massey. We 
could not find from the testimony of the witnesses 
sworn the exactage of Matthews, but from other 
sources of informaticn, find that he waga very deli- 
cate boy of about 18 or 19 years of age.
